After an hour of nearly continuous
treatment of this sort, Interruptions
being caused by well- meaning passers-
by, who thought Edgar was being
beaten up, Edgar showed signs of life
and was rushed to the hospital, He
was found to have a good chance to
recover.

made in the United States.

More than 15,000 miles of moving
pleture films were exported from the
United States in the last fiscal year,
while nearly 3,000 miles wers import
ed. The exact length of the fllma ex-
ported In the year ending June 30,
1012, whs £0,036,302 feat, valued at
$6,815,080; the length of #flma Im-
ported was 14,274,786 feet of "posl-
tivea,” valued at $8256,083.

A large proportion of the
pleture films now used in the various
parts of the world are manufactured
in the United States. About two-
thirdas of those exported go In the
“unexposed” form, ready for use In
taking pletures In those parta of the
world to which they are sent. Of the
{mportations practically all are “ex.
posed” films, views taken In other
parts of the world for use In the
United States.

Eye-Witneas Tells 8tory of Crossing
of River by 4th Michigan and
Sllenced Battery.

F. A, Ludlow, Holden, Mo., compli.
ments Comrade MeElroy on his ao-
count of the crossing of the 118th Pa.
at Shepardetown, 1 was an eyewit-
ness to that affair, writes A. V. Cole
of Hastings, Nob, In the Natlonal
Tribune. On Sept. 19, 1862, 1 think,
the 4th Mich. was moving down a ra-
vine on the north side of the Fotomae,
near Shepardstown Ford. A rebel
battery stationed on the south side of
the river near the ford openad fire on
us. A member of Co, F was killed
and others were Injured. This inck
dent did not cause the regiment to
feel very friendly toward that battery;
and as we approached the canal which

runs along the north bank of the riv. |
er at that point, we were halted and

the Coloned (Childs) said: “Boys, are
you willing (without orders) to ford
the river and try to sllence that bat- |
tary 1"

As I remember it, there was no dll-
senting volce. Al lsald, "Yen" As it
was now getting quite dark, we filed
down Into the canal. We forded the
river, eaptured the battery, and dump-
ed It over the bank. No one on our
alde was killed, but two or three were
slightly wounded. It was a surprise
to the enemy. They had not thought
of an attack of that kind after dark.
After accomplishing what we started
out to do, we formed for our return to
the north side,

At this point the wagon raod, or foot
path, ran at the foot of the bluff near
the river. As we were crossing this
path on our return we heard the clat-
ter of horses' feet crossing up the riv-
er. We walted for thelr approach, and
to thelr dlsmay we took them In.
